AFFECTS THOUSANDS OF EM- 
PLOYES AND A PAYROLL OF 
$1,000,000 A MONTH. 


CUT WAS 5 TO 20 PER CENT. 


Restored Wage Scale Applies to All 
Earning $50 a Month, Up To 
and Including the High- 
est Officials. 


A Thanksgiving proclamation, with a 
practical feature which wiil bring joy to 
thousands of families in St. Louls and 
the South and West generally, is being 
promulgated among the employes of the 
Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain rail- 
roade. 

It was issued by President George Gould 
and means a raise of salary to every em- 


ploye of the two roads earning $50 or more 
a month. 

In 1893 the salaries of a majority of the 
employes in all departments were reduced. 
Mr. Gould’s proclamation {s a promise to 
restore all of these salaries to their origi- 
nal basis. 

Thousands of men whose salaries were 
reduced when the hard times of 1893 set in 
had about given up all hope that the cut 
would be rescinded. Every fall for the last 
three years when business improved ru- 
mors of a restoration of salaries went the 
rounds awhile, then died without fruition. 

President Gould’s Thanksgiving present to 
his men will be all the more appreciated be- 
cause unexpected. 

The Missourl Pacific system, including the 
Iron Mountain, gives einpicyment to 20000 
men. The monthly pay-roll averages $1,00,- 
QUO. 

The men whose salaries were cut number 
about 16,000, inchuding officials, office men, 
engineers, conductors, trainmen, telegraph 
teraggeelry etation agents and machinists. 

heir salaries range from $75 a month to 
$10 000 a year. 

About 3000 employes live or have head- 
quarters in St. Louis. Five hundred clerks 
are employed in the auditor's office at Sev- 
enth and Poplar streets, and 400 in the 

eneral offices at Sixth and Locust streets.

The restoration of salaries is effective 
Nov. 1, and the increase will be on the pay 
checks for this month. 

Salaries of employes making from $50 to 
$i6 a month were reduced $5. Between $75 
and $100 a month the reduction was 5 per 
cent. Ten per cent was deducted from sal- 
aries between $100 and $200 and ® per cent 
from salaries above $200, including those of 
the highest offic als of the Missouri Pacific 
and Iron Mountain. 

It was said when the cut was made that 
it was the aim of the management to reduce | 
the salary account 10 per cent. This meant | 
an average monthly saving of about $80,000, | 
or $960,000 annually. The cut wag in effect 
three years and five months. On a basis of 
10 per cent the management is said to 
have suved $3,280,000 through its retrench- 
ment policy. 

The earnings of the eystem have been in- 
creasing steadily for several months. Full 
crews are working overtime in every de- 
partment and the management believes the 
revenue will justify the restoration of re- 
duced salaries.

“CRIME LIKE THE CRONIN CASE.

CHICAGO, Ill., Nov. 26.—The Chicago po- 
lice have a murder mystery to unravel, 
which presents features akin to the Cronin 
case and as full of suggestion as the dis- 
appearance of Mrs. Luetgert.

On Friday morning Merry took his little 
38-year-old son, Christy, across the street to 
the house of his uncle, Andrew Gough, and 
left the child there, saying that he had quar- 
reled with his wife, and that she had gone 
away.

Louisans know a cold wave is headed this 
way. 

‘This is the first time this season we have 
run out the cold wave flag,” he said, “and 
when you see that flag floating in the 
breeze you may know it means business. 
The flag is never displayed unless the tem- 
perature will drop to 2% deg. or lower. And 
in the winter months, when the temper- 
ature is at that point, it is never displayed 
unless there will be a fall of 2 deg. or 
more, ) 

“The cold wave will be on hand at 7 
o’clock Saturday morning. It will remain 
over Sunday, but how much longer I can- 
not say. 

“This morning the thermometer registers 
44 degrees. To-morrow it will go at least 
to 24 and possibly as low as 20 degrees. 

‘The cold wave will be as comprehensive 
in its scope as the two days’ storm that 
preceded it. The storm extended all over 
the United States, and in the East it is 
raining yet. 


“The cold wave is already in full force 
and effect in the West and Northwest. Up 
in Montana and North Dakota the mercury 
is below zero. The coldest spot on the map 
this morning is at Swift Current, up in 
the British possessions. There the thermom- 
eter registered 30 degrees below. 

“The storm ended in St. Louis at 4 o'clock 
Friday morning with a thunder shower of 
short duration. There was.a lot of thunder 
and lightning, but little rain. What rain 
there was came in a Dunch, but it amounted 
to less than half an inch. 

‘‘The weather this year is almost a repeti- 
tion of last year. Then there was a two 
days’ rainstorm, ending on Thanksgiving 
night, that was followed by the first real 
cold wave of the season.”’

ANDERSON, Ind., Nov. 2%.—Chasterfield, 
Ind., was almost wiped off the map at an 
early hour this morning by the explosion of 
e‘ghty quarts of nitro-glycerine, which had 
been brought overland from Montpellier and 
placed in an open field, a half mile from the 
town. Marion Mansey and Sam Maguire 
were working at a gas well near by when 
the explosion occurred. Mansey was thrown 
fifty feet, but not fatally injured. Maguire 
was also thrown 100 feet in the air and 
badly lacerated, but will recover. James 
Gold's house, 300 rods distant, was torn to 
pleces. 

The explosion tore a hole in the ground 
down to the water line, and so far as is 
learned it was spontaneous. «A three-ton 
engine was torn to fragments, and every 
living animal was killed instantly. The lit- 
tle town of Chesterfield is a mass of ruins, 
every house was moved from its foundation, 
windows shattered, doors smashed in, every 
light put out and the plastering shaken 
from the walls. Several people were shaken 
out of bed. 

At Dalesville, two miles away, and at 
Yorktown, five miles distant, the damage 
was almost as great. Many people were 
injured, and it Ils a miracle that none were 
ittled ®t ight. 

The jar of the explosion was felt for 
fifteen miles in all directions. The gas in 
the well was blown out and a workman 
named Cooper Ht It and caused another 
explosion in which he was fatally burned, 

The damage cannot be estimated, 


M'KINLEY'S GOLDEN STATUE 


Designer Higbee Says It Will Surely

Mr. Higbee sald: “‘The statue will be made 
without any doubt. The Western capital- 
ists who are to furnish the $1,060,000 that it 
will cost have already put up the money, 
and everything is ready to begin the work 
as soon as we have the design. The statue 
will be of solid gold, life size, with a solid 
gold pedestal, which will make the whole 
7 feet hich. The first cost of this colossal 
figure is immense, as it will be the largest 
lump of gold the modern world has ever 
geen. . But, of course, there will be very 
little loss in this. The gold will be there 
when the statue has had its history and 
ready to go to pieces. If you will calcu- 
late the interest of a mililon dollars, how- 
ever, you will see how the project will be 
a costly one.”

City Counselor Says Contracts 
Would Be Invalid. 


to invite proposals for the doing of that 
particular work and to award the con- 
tract to the lowest responsible bidder, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Council. 

This ordinance violates the charter in 
that it is in the alternative and not single. 
It further violates the charter in that it 
does not map out and determine a specific 
single method of doing this particular pub- 
lic work, and leaving the board to award 
the contract therefor to the lowest respon- 
eible bidder. On the contrary it provides 
that the board shall advertise for proposals 
for these ten separate methods of lighting 
the city, and when bids are received it re- 
quires the board to canvass the bids and 
submit them to the Mayor and Municipal 
Assembly and undertakes to vest in the 
Municipal Assembly the power to designate 
which of the echemes ehall be the one to be 
adopted, and ‘hen requires the board to let 
the contract to the lowest bidder under the 
adopted scheme. 

Inasmuch as this ordinance does not con- 
form to the requirements of the organic law, 
—— if any contract was let under it it would 

be invalid and not binding on the contrac- 
tor and could not be enforced by the city 
in case of a disagreement between the con- 
tractor and the city, and the passage of an 
ordinance ratifying this contract would not, 
under the decisions in this State, have the 
eifcwt cf making it valid. 

For these reasons I am reluctantly con. 
strained to advise you that ordinance No, 
199% Is invalid and that an attempt to 
procure a contract for city lighting there- 
under would not result in securing a valid 
contract. 

[I further advise you that it is the duty 
of the board to determine the character of 
the work necessary to be done to light the 
city: to prepare and recommend an ordin- 
ance to the Municipal Assembly therefor, 
and pursuant to such ordinance, if passed, 
to jet out the work to the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder. subject to the approval of the 
Council. The board must determine before- 
hand whether the ordinance shall provide 
‘or lighting by gas or by electricity, or 
it shall be an ordinance contem- 
plating one or the other of the schemes 
designated as C. and D. in this ordinance.

particles of snow in every direction. Nota 
great-quantity of snow has fallen, but what 
fell piled in drifts in the streets of the 
city, impeding all kinds of traffic.

In the extreme western part of the 
State a regular blizzard exists, and more 
damage is threatened to stock interests 
than at any time this winter.

AGREED ON CURRENCY NEEDS. 


The President, Secretary Gage and the 
Monetary Commission. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2%.—The 
annual report of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, according to present plans, will be 
Sent to Congress either on the firat or 
second day of the coming session. As to the 
Secretary's plans for the reform of the cur- 
rency enough has been learned to give con- 
fidence that the President is in full accord 
with his views and recommendations, 
though in his official utterance as expressed 
in his forthcoming message to Congrese 
he may not give a complete and specified 
indorsement to all the propositions covered 
by the Secretary’s report. There will, how- 
ever, be no differences between the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary. It ie¢ also und*r- 
&'ood that the forthcomin report of the 
monetary eommiszsion wil cover 
meniations not essentially different 
those embodied tn Secretary 
to Congress. Those most familiar with both 
of these important papers give assurance 
that the difference between them will be 
easily reconciled and that to the aupport 
of the propositions so harmonized the mone- 
tary commiesion will be able to bring the 
powerful influence of the great body of 
usiness men which the commission repre- 
sents.

PRESIDENT FQRCED TO FLEE. 


Papers on His Desk Were Tcrn Into 
Fragments, the Session Sus- 
pended and Police ‘Took 
Charge in Force. 


VIENNA, Nov. 26.—The disorder in the 
lower house of the Reichstag was so ac- 
centuated to-day that a strong detachment 
of police had to be called in to preserve 
order. 

When the President of the House, Dr. 
Abramovitch, entered he was greeted with 
vociferous shouts of “Get out!’ 

The Leftists rose to their feet in.a body, 
many of the Deputies shrieked wildly and 
an indescribable tumult followed. 

During the tumult a Social Democrat, 
Herr Berner, made a rush for the President 
anda lively fist fight followed between 
Berner and the house attendants, who at- 
tempted to protect the chair. Thereupon ar- 
other Social Democrat, Herr Resell, jumped 
upon the ministerial bench, and, hurrying 
to the Presidential chair, seized the papers 
which were lying on the President's desk 
and tore them to pieces, while other Social 
Democrats hasiened to Herr. Berner'’s as- 
sistance, occupied the tribune and demanded 
satisfaction for the attendants’ pummeling 
of Herr Berner. 

President Abramovice was compelled to 


flee. Subsequently the Social Democrats 
and other deputies indulged in a free fight 
and Herr Berner was ejected from the 
house. 


In the meantime a detachment of ten po- 
lice arrived in the house and the officer in 
command called upon the Social Democrats 
to withdraw from the presidential platform, 
They. however, refused to withdraw, and 
resisted the attempts of the police to eject 
them. They were eventually removed for- 
cibly and singly. 

The police then made a cordon around the 
Tribune. These scenes were enacted prior 
to the formal opening of the House, While 
the Deputies were fighting and howling on 
the floor of the House a tumult arose in 
the second gallery, which the attendants 
promptly cleared. The authorities then 
caused all the lobbies of the House to be 
filled with police, the gates were closed and 
the building was guarded by a strong po- 
lice force. 

The session of the House, in the mean- 
while, was suspended.

PROFITS OF

Thorn’s Possessions After 
Guldensuppe’s Murder. 


SHOWED A WATCH AND MONEY. 


HE TOLD A WITNESS THAT HE 
HAD ONCE TAKEN A SHOT 
AT THE BATH RUBBER. 


ONE OF HIS STORIES FALSE. 


Maintained to the Police That He Was 
in a Certain Barber Shop Jung 
25 and in Court the Bar- 
ber Denied It. 


NEV" ™ ‘RK, Nov. 26.—The jurymen who 
were selected last Monday and Tuesday to 
try Martin Thorn, who is charged with the 
murder of William Guldensuppe, resumed 
their places in Queens County court room at 
Long Island City promptly on time to-day 
and a few minutes later the accused was 
brought into court. 

The first witness called was the barber, 
Keehne, whose examination had not been 
concluded when the court adjourned last 
Wednesday evening. In reply to Mr. Howe's 
questions this witness admitted that the 
stiletto which he had shown to Thorn had 
a poisoned point and he seemed to be very 
uncomfortable after having made this ad- 
mission. Then he said he only kept it as 
an ornament, afterwards explaining that 
his brother had made him a present of it. 

Edward Speck, a bartender, testified to 
seeing Thorn in the saloon in East Thirty- 
fourth street on Tuesday, June 29. Thorn 
was showing a watch to a driver named 
Fedderrer. Thorn had also exhibited some 
money and said: “‘This is what I got out 
of my carriage ride last Saturday after- 
noon.”’ 

Carl Merich, who has a barber shop, tes- 
tified that Thorn told him about living with 
Mrs. Nack and having had a row with 
another boarder (Guldensuppe) at whom he 
fired a pistol, but did not intend to hurt him. 
This row occurred in March or April last. 

This witness said that he had sent Thorn 
for a bottle of ‘“‘shompo@e mixture” on 
Wednesday, June 23. It will be remembered 
that according to Police Capt. O’Brien the 
accused man had told him he was In this 
barber shop .on Friday, June 25. the day of 
the murder. The witness did not see Thorn 
on Friday, June 25. He had received a letter 
from Thorn in which the prisoner asked 
him to say that he was sent for the bottle 
of shampoo mixture on the 2th and had 
been in the place the greater part of that 
Friday. Witness gave the letter to Capt. 
O’Brien the day after Thorn was arrested. 
Merich identified the letter when it was 
handed him by the prosecuting lawyer. 

In answer to Mr. Howe the witness said 
he had known Thorn for a long time and 
the prisoner always bore an excellent repu- 
tation. 

The principal witness of the afternoon was 
Jonn Gotha, the barber to whom Thorn is 
alleged to have made a confession soon 
after the murder. His story on the stand 
agreed substantially with the account print- 
ed at the time and corroborated that made 
by Mrs. Nack.

Expected to Be a Bonanza for Georgia 
If Passed.

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 26.—Undaunted by 
the defeat of his bill to legalize prize-fight- 
ing in Georgia, Uncle Joe Mansfield, mem- 
ber from McIntosh County, will introduce a 
bill to allow bull-fighting in Georg!a. Since 
the first of this legislative session Uncle Joe 
has been trying to have passed his bill to 
legalize prize-fighting. He has made several 
eloquent speeches in favor of the measure, 
and has made a great fight for its passage. 
The General Judiciary Committee made an 
unfavorable report on the bill, but Mr. 
Mansfield made a motion to disagree to this 
report, which motion was tabled. Uncle Joe 
now will offer a bill to legalize bull fights, 
He says that this will be a great commercial 
benefit to the State; that bulls which now 
sell for $5 for beef will, if traned for fight- 
ing purposes, bring $25, making a clear gain 
of $20 a head for the bulls of Georgia. Uncla 
Joe says this will bless South Georgia more 
than any other section. Mr. Mansfield said 
that his prize-fight bill would bring millions 
of dollars to Georgia and bring a revival of 
prosperity; that cotton would go up.to 19 
cents and other products take an upward 
tendency.

A VILLAINOUS SLAVE CAMP 


Outrageous Treatment of Men on Johns 
Island. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 26.—Henry C. Ed- 
wards, Audrew Hines, Edward Quinn and 
James Shepherd, all of Philadelphia, have 
arrived here from Beulah phosphate mines 
on Johns Island. They tell a harrowing 
story of abuse and privation at the mines. 
They were engaged in Philadelphia, being 
promised $1.50 a day. When they got to the 


mines they were put to work under guards. 
They were given meager rations of sardines 
and crackers, for each meal of which they 
were charged ® cents. They were paid 
by the piece and were not able to earn 
enough fo pay for their feed. They were 
housed with half-starved Italians and ne- 
groes in huts, where they had to sleep on the 
pronase. The men escaped from the island 

y the aid of a negro and walked 100 miles 
to reach Savannah. This is not the first 
time that stories of indignities and cruel- 
ties worse than those under slavery have 
been reported from some of the South Caro- 
lina phosphate mines. Within the last four 
months a preacher located somewhere near 
Philadelphia returned to his flock and there 
told a story of how he had been practically 
kidnaped along with a lot of laborers and 
taken to the mines. He was kept in ignor- 
ance of where he was, and was made to 
work under the cover of a rifle.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 2%.—Daniel 
McConnell, 65 years old, is a temporary in- 
valid at the city prison.

That was the question which none could 
answer. In the vast range of muale there 
was no choral] composition that glorified 
turkey, celery or cranberry sauce; there 
was nothing within reach of the society 
which expressed joy over the return of 
prosperity and gratitude for escape from 
the evil of bankruptcy, tornadoes or free 
silver. In the opinion of the searchers the 
society was bound on Thanksgiving night 
to do something religious. 

So they sang Verdi's Requiem Mass. 

Now, leaving out the flat inappropriate. 
ness of a requiem on the most joyous night 
of an American year, it must be confessed 
that the mass was well sung—even as the 
collection in that boat at sea must have 
been liberal. 

The chorus showed study Lom drill if not 
enthusiasm. It showed ability to voice the 
complicated music of the mass if it lacked 
vigor and unanimity in attack. Director 
Ernst modified his method of direction so 
that he seemed to be entirely out of the 
picture, subordinating and extinguishing 
himself at times lest he confuse the ladies 
and gentlemen who had enough to do keep. 
ing close track of the score in their hands, 

in the Libera Me the chorus rose to its 
opportunity. After the pain of the ragged 
opening had passed the audience abandoned 
itself to the delight of hearing swelling 
voices, purely blended, lifted by the im- 
petus of orchestral unity. The number is 
a glowing gem in the crown of that most 
amiable master of music for the popular 
heart. Every nerve-thread in the great 
audience vibrated in harmony as the choral 
volume of appeal filled the hall. Only in 
music or memory may appreciation of that 
number be recorded. 

The orchestra showed the development of 
rehearsals, cleanlier work, more intelligence 
and subordination; but the crown of the 
evening belonged to the soloists, Miss Hilke 
and Miss Ringen.

Sanitary Force Working Day and 
Night Fumigating Houses, but Is

The Health Department fears that 8t. 
Louls is tohave unusually heavy visitations 
of diphtheria and e@carlet fever this winter. 
Bod, diseases have developed so fast in 
the last week that ¢he Sanitary Department 
is having more than it can do with its lim- 
ited force to fumigate the residences where | 
these diseases have taken hold. 

Not a school in the city that f@ not 
alarmed over the menacing conditions, and 
both the school and the sanitary officials 
are working to control the fatal diseaees. 

One great trouble ia that neither 
theria nor scariatina, as it is mildly termed 
by the reporting physicians, is confined to 
any particular section.

He Comes in the Interest of the New 
Venture and Explains the 
Present Eituation. 


Mr.‘ A. B. Hurd, Superintendent of the 
Harlem Racing Association of Chicago and 
for a jong time with the St. Louts Fair As- 
sociation, returned from Chicago yesterday. 

“What are you doling here?” was asked of 
him by many. 

“T am simply looking around,” said Mr. 
Hurd. “There are eighty pool-rooms run- 
ning in Chicago now, and there are a great 
many here. As s00n as the Turf Congress 
rule prohibiting racing north of the Mason 
and Dixon line after Nov. 80 goes into ef- 
fect I would like to know where these 
rooms are going to get their results from. 

“Some Chicago parties are thinking of 
opening a winter track near here, and have 
asked me to look up a place for them. 

‘There is a chance for a so-called outlaw 
meeting to make money here. The revenue 
it would derive from the pool-rooms alone 
would keep it going.’’ 

“What about the reports circulated in the 
Eas: to the effect that racing would be 
continued there until after Dee. 1?’ 

“That is all buncombe. Several] daysagoa 
statement was published to the effect that 
racing in the East would continue until the 
middie of December, and that this would 
not be in violation of the Turf Congress 
rules. The statement was supposed to be 
from an official of the Turf Congress, but 
can hardly believe any person con- 
lected with that organization ever made 
such talk as the Turf Congress rule on that 
important point Is so easily understood. 

“The whole of the matter is that racing 
will have to cease in the Eas: after the first 
day of December. If the meeting goes on at 
Vimlico after that date all people connected 
with the tracks as well as those engaged in 


racing there, will become outlaws, accord- 
ing to Rule 6 of the American Turf Con- 
gress, which reads: 


The congress shall not recognize or its 
members permit any racing in the United 
States east of the Rocky Mountains and 


north of latitude 35 degrees during the 
months of January, February or December 
of any year; nor shall any racing by electric 
or other artificial light be recognized or per- 
mitted anywhere or at any time of the year, 
For participating in any such meeting or 
racing, as prohibited, each member of the 
congress shall disqualify and thereafter ex- 
clude from engagement or participation in 
any meeting or racing held by it or upon 
its track every person who shall act in any 
official capacity or as bookmaker or pool 
seller, every owner or trainer who shall run 
any horse, and every jockey who shall ride 
the same, and every horse that shall run 
or is owned, trained or under the control of 
any of the herein above-mentioned persons. 
And 1f any association not a member of thie 
congress shall permit any of the above dis- 
qualified persons or horses to participate 
In racing on its couree then all other horses 


or persons thereafter participating in its 
racing shall likewise be disqualified. ‘This 
rule’ shall also likewise apply to all race 


tracks upon which such racing takes place 
or jis allowed. Members of the congress 
Fhaall not book upon events on disqualified 
tracks, and aseociations not members so do- 
ing shal; be disqualified, and those persons 
and horses in any manner participating in 
the racing on the tracks event shall be 
barred all privilezwes on the tracks of mem- 
bere of the congress. Any member of the 
congress knowingly failing to enforce the 
provisions of this article dhall be expelled. 
“As soon as the Kastern tracks close the 


pool-rooms will need other results, and 
Chicago peopie think that the best way 
to supply them {s to open a winter track 
near here. I! am now looking for such a 
track, and if 1 find it the Chicago parties 
will take hold of it as soon after ec. 1 


as possible.”

AND CORBETT TOGETHER 
AGAIN. 


AT LEAST, SOME THINK HE WILL 


The Conditions Just Now Indicate an 
Early Fight for Heavy- 
weight Honors.

Dan A. Stuart, who brought the Corbett. 
Fitzsimmons and Fitzsimmons-Maher fights 
off successfully, has left Dallas, Tex., for 
good. He said to a reporter just before 
leaving Dallas Monday, after a residence 
there of twenty-two years: 

“Yes, I have decided to locate in the 
East. Yes I hate to leave the Lone Star 
State, and shall ever have a warm spot in 
my heart for Dallas, where I have passed 
many years of my life. My interests are 
elsewhere, and I am President of the Vera- 
scope Company, whose genera] offices are 
in New York.”’ 

Stuart has not given up the idea of bring- 
ing Corbett and Fitzsimmons together 
again in his*ring at Carson City. He is not 
talking about it, but that is the surest indi- 
cation that he is at work. Stuart has a 
way of not saying anything until he is thor- 
oughly prepared to cary out his plans. 

Just now Stuart is playing a waiting 
game. He is giving the victims plenty of 
rope that thg¢y may be easily tied when the 
time comes. He is wary, secretive and pa- 
tient, and he knows how to make all these 
qualities count. He knows that Fitzsim- 
mons has no more histrionic talent than an 
ape, which animal the Australian in some 
respects resembles, and that the present 
theatrical venture in which the pugilist is 
engaged will come to grief as soon as the 
memor.es of the championship battle begin 
to grow dim. 

Then, too, Fitz knows that Corbett has 
never recovered from the mental! effects of 
that solar plexus punch at Carson last 
spring. Any man who has been whipped 
once and tried to whip the victor in a sec- 
ond engagement will appreciate the value 
of this point. Besides, Corbett is growing 
old just as fast as Fitzsimmons is. Rela- 
tively, the strength of the two men will be 
the same next year as it was this.

last and pulled out. In the fall of 18 I 
went into the machine business with Geo, 
Fisher. 

‘When the war broke out the demand for 
machinery was as great as the demand for 
soda water had been in 18%. I made money 
and saved most of it. In 1875 I founded the 
St. Louis Iron and Machine Co., with 
which I am still connected. 

“TI built and still operate a flour mill at 
Valley Park, Mo., and operate a number 
of grocery stores in Arkansas. I was su- 
perintendent of the 8t. Louis & Cahokia 
Terry Co. ten years and later its vice- 
resident. I wes vice-president of the Iron 
Mountain Bank and director of a number 
of fire insurance companies.

Baart 
ot Mr. Wright to make an affidavit say- 
fe the accounts did not necessarily show 
a iack of business methods and explaining 
the miesing leaves. Then the court decided 
Mr. Wright's testimony should be thrown 
out. 

“Wright went to Archbishop Kain,” says 
Fr. Tuohy, “and told him he had done me 
an injust'ce, but the Archbishop dismissed 
him, saying: “I have no time to talk about 
that now.”

INJUNCTION WAS ASKED. 


The City Made Defendant, but Judge 
Fisher Holds He Has No 
Jurisdiction, 


AN 


The fight between Jeremiah Fruin and his 
neighbors on Old Manchester road and Col- 
umbia avenue came up befora Judge Fisher 
Friday on the law docket, in the guise of 
an application for an injunction against the 
city to restrain the officials from laying 
certain water pipe in the western parts of 
the city. 

The plaintiffs are Oscar F. Buchanan, 
Francis O, Buchanan, William D. Buchanan, 
Charles M.. Turner, Fred Roedner, Charles 
E. Calverty, Samuel S. Havens, L. J. Par- 
ker and Amanda C. Humes. 

They say that the city passed an ordl- 
nance providing for the laying of a water 


main on Columbia avenue from a. point 700 
to Ivanhoe 


feet west of Sulphur avenue 
avenue, a distance of 3,700 feet. They eay 


that only a short part of Columbla avenue 
is open and dedicated and that its western 
terminus is near the intersection of Old 
Manchester road, and that from that point 
to Ivory avenue there is no street at all. 
They say then that the city, finding there 
was no Columbia avenue for a considerable 
distance, another ordinance was _ passed, 
providing for another pipe along Old Man- 
chester road. 

The plaintiffs claim that the work along 
the proposed extention of Columbia avenue 
ought to be stopped and the pipe laid en- 
tirely along Old Manchester road. 

The fact of the matter is that the pipe 
along Columbia avenue continued is being 
laid on the property of Jeremiah Fruin un- 
der an agreement in writing, recorded tn 
the Register’s office at the C:ty Hall. The 
work js almost completed now and the pipe 
is already in the ground. 
The city says that the later ordinance 
for a pipe on Old Manchester road was not 
passed to correct a mistake but fs an ex- 
tension contemplated in the general scheme 
of water supply extension at that point, 
The fight between Jeremiah Frutn and his 
neighbors grows out of a controversy over a 
piece of plank crossing laid by Mr. Fruin 
acroeas Old Manchester road, to enable the 
echool] children io cross the street on muddy 


days. The neighbors objected to the board 
crossing, tore it up and the fight was 
started 


Judge Fisher after looking over the plat 
end hearing the arguments of the plain- 
tiffs’ attorneys said that he had no right 
to pass upon the propriety of laying a pipe 
in one place or another where they had a 
right to do it. he questior of where a 
pipe ought to be was a matter to be de- 
cided by the tery Oy Assembly alone. 
The city showed that it had a legal right 
to go where it was going and the advisa- 
bility of one route or another was entirely 
out of the province of the court. 
The ap} lication for an injunction was re- 


fused.

TWO SALOONS RAIDED BY ROBBERS 


Two Disguised Robbers Baf- 
fled by a Brave Porter. 


THEY FLED WITHOUT BOOTY. 


GUST FAERBER MADE A SUCCESS- 
FUL FIGHT TO SAVE HIS 
EMPLOYER’S MONEY. 


WAS THREATENED WITH DEATH. 


Ernest Bartholomaeus’ Saloon on Chou- 
teau Avenue Invaded by Men 
With False Beards and Not 
Enough Nerve to Shoot. 


Disguised robbers made a bold attempt 
to raid the saloon of Ernest Bartholomaeus, 
goutheast corner of Eighteenth street and 
Chouteau avenue, at 4:55 o'clock Friday 
morning, and would have succeeded but for 
the courageous fight made by the porter. 

It was very dark when Gust Faerber, the 
porter, unlocked the front doors. He had 
removed the ashes from the big drum 
etove and was putting in kindling for a fire 
when two regpectably dressed men entered. 

Both wore beards about an inch in 
length, and, being so nearly alike in color 
and appearance, it is presumed they were 
false and worn as a disguise. 

One of the men called for drinks. Foerber 
left the etove and walked the distance of 
the room to go behind the bar. He did not 
notice that the men were walking almost 
with him. As he turned to go around the 
bar the man who had called for the drinks 
shoved a pistol into his face and said: 

‘‘Here, now! I've got you. Keep still 
and give us what money you have in the 
drawer!” 

But Foerber wasn’t built that way. In- 
stead of complying he let drive with his 
fist and stepped back into position to de- 
fend himeelf. He is a stout young German, 
24 years old, and not afraid. 

The robber came for him again, and 
fiercely demanded the money, pointing at 
the porter. . 

Faerber grabbed the robber’s pistol arm 
and shouted for help as the second man 
rushed upon him, saying to his companion: 

“Kill him if he don’t keep still! Shoot— 
shoot!” 

They made a rush on the porter and he 
backed towards the middle door, which 
leads. into the lunch-room. He was shout- 
ing loudly for help, meanwhile refusing to 
yield an inch and hopeful that aid would 
come quickly. 

In the third room the proprietor was 
sleeping soundly, with his wife and baby. 
Mrs. Bartholomaeus heard the porter’s cries 
and awakened her husband. He rolled out 
of bed, revolver in hand, and threw open 
the door. The robbers comet a glimpse of 
his night-dress and knew the game was up. 
Dodging behind the big stove they slipped 
outside and were gone. 

Bartholomaeus and Faerber followed. 
They saw the robbers fleeing down the 
6treet and Bartholomaeus fired several 
shots at them. The shooting aroused At- 
torney Fitzgerald, who lives in the neigh- 
borhood and he joined in the chaée. 

But the robbers had disappeared in the 
darkness and no trace of them could be 
found. 

Faerber thinks he would know the men If 
he ever saw them again, but he believes 
they were disguised by false beards,

for the patrons of the place and tthe bar- 
tender was tired. 

Miller and Fritchmeyer were alone, A 
rear door, opening into an alley, was opened. 
Two men entered. Handkerchiefs concealed 
their features. Each had a big gun in his 
hand. 

As Miller turned he looked into the muz- 
zie of a revolver. Fritchmeyer was cov- 
ered by the other highwayman, 

“Hands up, and don’t move, or you are 
dead men,’’ commanded the larger of the 
two robbers. 

Simultaneously four hands shot up into 
the air. 
The front door opened. The weapon cover- 


ed men rolled their eyes longingly at the 
door. It might be the policsane on the 
beat dropping in to warm at the stove. It 
was certain to be a customer capable of 
yelling and giving an alarm. That hope 
vanished. A man entered quickly. As he 
turned the victims saw there was a hand- 
kerchief over his face and a pistol in his 
hand. He bolted the front door, then walk- 
ed behind the counter, rang up “‘no sale’”’ on 
the cash register and the drawer flew out. 
The register showed there was $33.85 in it. 
The man took it all. 

Then he went to the table where the 
bartender and Fritchmeyer were quaking 
under the muzzles of the guns of the rob- 
bers. He went through the bartender first. 
There was but 5 cents in his cket. The 
robber scorned to take that. e looked at 
the bartender’s watch, saw it was a cheap 
nickel affair, and let it alone. 

The robber went through Fritchmeyer’s 
clothes. He found $% in paper money and 
9% cents in silver. He transferred it to his 
own pocket. Fritchmeyer wore no watch, 
but the robber took his pocket knife, his 
plug of tobacco and keys. 

‘‘Please, mister, don’t take my keys,” 
pleaded Fritchmeyer. 

“There, Dutchy, take your keys,’’ growled 
the man. Then he had a second thought. 
‘There's your car fare,’’ said the man, and 
he threw two silver dimes to the victim. 

Leaving the front doors bolted, the men 
escaped through the rear door. It was five 
minutes before (Miller remesnbered he had a 
pistol in the drawer. Then he shot it off to 
give the alarm and attract the police. 

The victims of the robbgry say the high- 
waymen were well dressed, but they admit 
they were too badly frightened to pay much

REA’S BROTHER RESENTS {T. 


THINKS BAUGH SHOULD HAVE 
‘ SERVED HIS LIFE SENTENCE 
AND TELLS WHY. 


A CARROLL COUNTY TRAGEDY. 


Joe] Anderson and Laurel Baugh Were 
Twice Convicted and Anderson, 
Who Fired the Fatal Shot, 

Died in Prison. 


Stephens and Laurel Baugh, but it isa Sor 
rowful and a ead day to the Rea family. 

The foregoing is the concluding sentence 
of a.letter written to the Post-Dispatch 
Thanksgiving day by W. H. Rea of 4237A 
Evans avenue. : 

Mr. Rea’s letter is a circumstantial ac- 
count of a Carroll County tragedy that 
made something of a stir in Missouri a 
little over thirteen years ago. 

The victim: was John Rea, brother of W. 
H. Rea. Laurel Baugh and Joel Anderson 
were twice convicted of murdering him. 
They were sentenced to serve ninety-nine 
years each at the first trial. The second re- 
sulted in a death sentence on each. Gov, 
Marmaduke was appealed to and commuted 
both sentences to life imprisonment, 

Andersom died in the penitentiary. 
Baugh, after serving nearly thirteen 

years, was pardoned by Gov. Stephens. 

Mr. Rea wants to know why. He tells 
this story of the tragedy: 

John Rea was a bachelor and lived with 
his mother near Carrollton in Carroll 
County. In 1884 ‘he had bought a piece of 
Jjand on a peninsular in the Missourt River, 
known as “The Gourd.” He employed a 
large force of men to cut cotton wood tim- 
ber on his land and was having the timber 
made into fencing. 

Laurel Baugh and he lived together in 
a small cabin near the sawmill. Baugh was 
one of the hands and agreed to do the cook- 
ing for the two if Rea would furnish the 

provisions. This arrangement lasted a few 
weeks. Rea paid off his men. Baugh 
claimed that $20 more was coming to him 
and sued for it. He got judgment for $11.
